: Proceed to Fulfill the Mission — Vigorous War Policy Is Now 3

Moret, Gullon, Xiquena, and Bermejo will 
retire. . 

Sagasta wants to form a strong Cabinet 
immediately. There is great animation in 
political circles and much curiosity, as 
everybody understands the importance of 
the mission of the new ministry. 

IBT ASSOCIATED PRESS... — 

Madrid, May 16, 9 a. m.—Sefior Moret, the 
Minister of the Colonies, today confirmed 
the statement that any changes made in 
the composition of the Cabinet would be 
whelly in the direction of a more active 
war policy. He said: 

Recent events have greatly increased 
the war spirit of the nation. The greatest 
reliance is placed upon Admiral Cervera's 
squadron and upon the skill of the Spanish 
Admiral.

ARBRE THE SPANIARDS IN A TRAF! 
The game of hide and seek which the 
Spanish fleet has been playing with Samp- 
son’s squadron since leaving Martinique 
still continues at this writing. The last 
point at which it has been heard from is 
the Island of Curacoa, on the north coast 
of Venezuela, though the arrival of sev- 
eral other vessels at Martinique, supposed 
to be from Cadiz, would imply that it is 
waiting for reinforcements before proteed- 
ing to its supposed destination on the Cuban 
_ | Const. The report that it has been joined 
eA, at Ouracoa by several large supply ships 
| from Spain would indicate that an effort 
is to be made to carry supplies to Havana 
and possibly other points in Cuba, where 
provisions and ammunition are said to be 
growing scarce. 
The delay in the movements of the Span- 
iards, there is reason to believe, has operat- 
ed to the advantage of Sampson and Schley, 
who have, no doubt, by this time established 
baving been heard from at the eastern point 
of Cuba, while the latter is now believed to 
be within striking distance of Havana. It 
is believed that Sampson will keep a watch 
on the Windward Passage between Ouba 
and Hayti, while holding himself in readi- 
ness to support Schley in the vicinity of 
Havana, if necessary. In the meantime 
the Oregon, accompanied by the Marietta 
and the Buffalo (Nictheroy), is still coming 
up from the coast of South America, and, 
joined by other vessels sent to the vicinity 
of Martinique, may be in time to take part 
in the grand finale which shall determine 
‘the fate of the Spanish fleet. Altogether, it 
seems not improbable that the Spaniards 
may have have marched into a trap of their

THE COMING NAVAL BATTLE. 
It is now practically certain that the 
greatest naval battle of modern times will 


shortly be fought in West Indian waters. 


The exact place, time, and conditions of 
the struggle are still partly conjectural, but 
the probabilities now point to a meeting 


| between the Spanish fleet and Admiral 


Sampson’s squadron in the Caribbean Sea, 
somewhere off the southern coast of Cuba, 
on or about Thursday of this week. Sie 
The unknown quantity in the problem, of 
course, is the policy that will be pursued 
by the Spaniards. They may dodge and 
double for a while in their play for posi- 
tion, and may thus delay the encounter a 
few days longer than otherwise. But the 
battle in any case is row quite inevitable, 
and it will undoubtedly be fierce and bitter. 


Spain has staked its whole cause upon, 


these four cruisers and three torpedo boat 
destroyers under Admiral Cervera, and 
when they have once been captured or de- 
stroyed the war is likely to be about at an 
end. | 

All ‘the lines of action now seem to be 
concentrating toward Cuba — probably 
toward Cienfuegos, which seems to be the 
least thoroughly blockaded of the Cuban 
ports. The Spanish fleet left Willemstad, 
on the Dutch Island of Guracoa, seventy- 
five miles off the Venezuelan coast, Sun- 
day evening. If it steered straight for 
Cienfuegos it could not reach there much 
before Thursday. If it headed for Santiago 
de Cuba it might reach there Wednesday. 
In the meantime there are three groups of 
American warships concentrating in the 
same direction, Admiral Sampson’s fleet 
was reported ‘yesterday to be off the north 
coast of Hayti. Commodore Schley's flying 
squadron was south of Charleston, bound 
for Key West and the Cuban coast. The 
third group is that of Captain Olark, con- 
sisting of the Oregon, the Marietta, and 
the Nictheroy, supposed to be somewhere 
near Pernambuco, off the South American 


coast, and bound for Cuban waters. 


With these three forces all closing in 
upon the enemy an encounter cannot be 
long delayed. Where the crash of arms 
shall come will depend upon the crafty 
Dons, It is possible that Cervera may 
hang around the South American coast and 
attempt to waylay the Oregon and its con- 
sorts. In that case the battle would be 
bitter in the extreme, with the chances of 
victory not all on our side. The Oregon 
is a first-class battleship, and as full of 
fight as an egg is of meat. If Cervera at- 
tacked it with all four of his cruisers he 
would even then find his hands quite full. 
But this is the least probable of the moves 
the Spaniards may make. 

They may make a dash for Puerto Rico, 
though they must know by this time that 
the fortifications of San Juan are pretty 
well knocked to pieces. It is thought in 


‘some quarters that in view of this con- 


tingency Sampson may remain stationed 
along the Haytian Coast, so as to be ready 


to fall upon the enemy whichever direc- 


tion he takes. There are a number of other 
things the Spaniards may try to do, but 
none they are so nearly certain to do as 


-to seek to get into communication with 


Blanco at Havana at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. They must know that their only 
chance for doing this is to get to Cienfuegos, 
where they will have railroad communica- 
tion with Havana. They can hardly hope 
to get around on the north coast to Havana 
itself, since both Sampson and Schley 
would be there to meet them. | 
The way from Curacoa to Cienfuegos is 
clear, and the Spaniards must know it. 
The small vessels now blockading that port 
would not be a mouthful for one of the 
Spanish cruisers, and it is to be supposed 
the Board of Strategy: will promptly with- 
draw them out of harm's way. The mo- 


ment it is known that the Spaniards are 


headed in that direction Sampson’s fleet 
will attempt tointercept them. This makes 
a naval battle in that region of the Carib- 
bean most probable. But if the Spaniards 
choose to get inside Cienfuegos Bay, the 
entrance to which is narrow, they can only 
be bottled up there, and may not be dis- 
lodged for some time. 


Even if they secure this strategic advan- 


tage they cannot ultimately avoid a de- 
cisive engagement, Whenever this en- 
counter shall occur it is likely to be the 
most terrific in modern naval warfare. The 
craft on both sides are larger and more 
formidable than those which fought at 
Manila. The Americans are eager and de- 


-termizfed, and the Spaniards are undoubt- 


edly brave and will fight desperately. But 
Sampson’s fleet alone is a match for them, 
and it is hoped and expected that before 
the end of the present week the world will 
have the details of a victory by Sampson 
as glorious as that by Dewey. 


Rear Admire] Dewey hase 
Drewrr's habit of beginning his day's 


only feebly supported by the Liberals as 
a matter of expediency. Its failure in- 
evitably brought discredit upon its re- 
sponsible author, notwithstanding the sup- 
port that had been given to it by his as- 
sociates. In the same way Sefior Bermejo 
has fallen in consequence of his inability 
to accomplish impossible results at Manila 
and elsewhere with a bankrupt treasury at 
his back and a navy composed largely of 
incompetents. Both are the victims of cir- 
cumstances which it was beyond their power 
to control. | 

But a change of the personnel of the 
ministry will not by any means remove 
the difficulties by which the late Cabinet 


has been confronted. These have been an 


empty treasury, the necessity of carrying 
on an expensive war for the maintenance 
of its authority in its colonies on both 


sides of the globe, and a threatened up- 
rising of an oppressed and tax-ridden people - 


simultaneously with a political revolution 
at home. All these dangers still remain 


and make the organization of a new minis- 


try a work of great difficulty, if not an 
impossibility. The circumstances expose to 
the world Spain’s helpless condition, which 


must be constantly growing worse and 


worse so long as it has a foreign war upon 
its hands in addition to intestinal troubles, 
requiring the use of an army at home as 
well as abroad. To be relieved of its 
colonies might simplify the situation some- 
what, but blind Spanish pride will not 
consent to that, so it will be compelled to 
go on for some time longer the “ dying 
nation it has been for years past.

No Joer residents of the Philippines 
RULE INTHE advocate a joint Anglo- 
PHILIPPINES. American administration of 

| the islands. The friendly 
attitude of the Englishmen at Manila is wel- 
come, as it is at London or elsewhere, but 
their kind offer to take a hand in governing 
the territory secured by American armsand 
prowess will be respectfully declined. We 
are quite able to do our own governing in the 
Philippines or anywhere else. Moreover, we 
have had one trial of the joint control scheme 
in the case of the Samoan Islands, in com- 
pany with Great Britain and Germany, and 
the experiment cannot be said to be a 
success. The United States should take 
complete control of the Philippines and gov- 
ern them with no more reference to other 
powers than in the case of Alaska. Under 


the administration of Governor General Mer- 
ritt the British, German, Swiss, and other 


businessinterestsin the islands will be equal- 
ly secure and untrammeled, but there will 
be only one original source of authority, and 
that will be at Washington. 


THE STRATEGY BOARD TO BE RETIRED. 

There will be a distinct feeling of grati- 
fication at the announcement that the so- 
called “Strategy board,” which has as- 
sumed to direct from Washington the move- 
ments of our war vessels in the vicinity of 
Cuba, is shortly to be a “ reminiscence ” in 
fact if not in name. A Washington special 
correspondent telegraphs: 


A complete change of policy has been mapped 
out by the Secretary of the Navy. Instead of 
fighting sea battles here in the department on pa- 
per they are hereafter to be fought by the officers 


‘at the scene of action. The latter will also be left 


to do the planning, except in so far as the depart- 
ment may give orders as to policies. 7 
Simultaneously with this we are assured 
that President McKinley has abandoned the 
idea of a peaceful blockade and inetructions 
have been telegraphed to the commander of 
the blockading squadron to “ turn his ships 
loose on all fortifications where resistance 
is made.“ This gives promise that more 
discretion. will be left to the officers in im- 
mediate command of the who are often 
likely to know more of the conditions which 
they are compelled to mest, at least in cer- 
tain emergencies, than can be known at 
Washington. 
Since war became vitable there has 
been quite too much attention paid in cer- 
tain official quarters to getting relief to the 
“ reconcentrados” at the expense of in- 
terests in other quarters. While this is de- 
sirable it is not making war, which is the 
business before the country just now. The 
more vigorously that is waged the sooner 
will the war be brought to an end and re- 
lief furnished where it will do the most 
good. In fact, were supplies carried to the 
starving victims of Spanish barbarism now 
there is reason to believe that a large pro- 
portion of them would fall into the hands 
of the Spanish soldiers, and thus enable 
them to protract the war without doing the 
“ reconcentrados any good. True humen- 
ity demands that the war should be prose- 
cuted with the utmost vigor as a means to 
an early peace. 
There will be an important advan 
gained after each commander has been 
properly selected for the task which he is 
expected to accomplish, and furnished with 
the means necessary to its accomplishment, 
if he is left to his own resources and made 
responsible for their proper use. There is 
reason to believe that Admiral Dewey’s 
great victory at Manila was the direct re- 
sult of this fact, and that he was too far 
distant from Washington to have his move- 
ments interfered with from that quarter. 
Had Admiral Sampson been in a similar 
position it is believed he would have ac- 
complished more than he has done without 
more sacrifice of life and material than has 
already been suffered. Turn the navy loose 
under sagacious leadership, and, as the 
army did under General Grant in 18665, it 
will give a good account of itself and the 
war will be brought to an end with victory 
for the federal arms. 5 


There was an impressive | 


IMPRESSIVE scene in Manila Bay the 


bottoms of the ironelads foul rapidly, thas 


decreasing their speed. They should be 
sent into drydock at least as often as once 
in nine months in order to be cleaned. If 
that is not done the efficiency of the ships 
is. reduced greatly. Thus the Massachu- 
setts, not having been docked for eleven 
months, has dropped from a speed of fit- 


teen knots an hour to a speed of eleven 


knots, 

But Congressmen assumed that they, who 
knew nothing about naval affairs, were 
wiser than officers who have given their 
lives to the study of naval questions. 80 
suggestions the wisdom of which is ap- 
parent now were listened to with indit- 
ference. Congress declared that it would 
be a waste of money to build the large dry- 
docks asked for, but went on making ap- 
propriations for battleships while refusing 
to supply the facilities for keeping them in 
condition for use when needed. As a con- 
sequence, last year the Brooklyn drydock 
being in bad shape, one of the battleships 
had to be sent to Halifax to have some re- 
pairs made, 

The United States is at war now. It 
needs the best work its navy can do, but it 
cannot get the maximum of work because 
it has not adequate docking facilities. The 
speed—and consequently the efficiency—of 
Admiral Sampson’s fleet is reduced because 
it is so long since some of his ships have 
been cleaned. The same is true of Schley’s 
squadron. This is a serious matter at this 
moment, when a Spanish fleet is dodging 
around in the Caribbean Sea and the Ameri- 
can fleets are trying to catch it. 

The naval appropriation bill passed by 
Congress at the present session makes pro- 
vision for thé building of some drydocks, 
but not as many as the navy officials asked 
for. Considering the disadvantage which 
this country suffers under now because of 
a disregard of the previous appeals of those 
officials it would have been better to give 
them what they have just asked for. An- 
other war may come some time, with a 
power more formidable than Spain, when 
it will be even more necessary than now to 
have adequate docking facilities. Con- 
gress will not be pardoned if it fails to pro- 


vide them. 
A notable event in local

forgotten. 


WALKING DELEGATES GAIN A POINT. 

A few years ago the Chicago Labor fed- 
eration became convinced that walking 
delegates, or business agents,” as they are 
now called, did not make desirable repre- 
sentatives of the unions to which they be- 
longed. It was discovered that they were 
too much given to politics and were ever- 
lastingly trying to drag the federation into 
harmful partisanship. So the business 
agents” were made ineligible as delegates, 
and it was ordered that the labor organiza- 
tions should be represented by men who 
actually worked at their trades, and whose 
sole occupation was not walking, talking, 
and agitating. 155 


The walking delegates resented this ex- 


clusion bitterly. Not satisfied with the 
offices they held, they wanted more offices, 
so that they might have more power and be 
able to do more mischief. So they have 
been working hard to have their ineligibility 
removed, and according to all appearances 
they are on the eve of success. At the meet- 
ing of the federation on Sunday a resolu- 
tion making walking delegates eligible to 
membership was adopted by a large vote, 


and will probably be ratified by a majority 


of the unions. 
The resolution was opposed energetically 
by a representative of the Typographical 
union, who in language more truthful than 


polite called the walking delegates, with 


some exceptions,,“an organized gang of 
banditti who preyed on labor,” and “an 
aggregation of labor rascals.” They were 
defended by the friends of the resolution, 
who called them “the men who carry and 
uphold at all times the flag of trades union- 
ism.” They are rather the men who carry 


the strike flag and who are busied continual-. 


ly in getting up labor disturbances so as 
to gain glory for themselves, though causing 
labor heavy losses and much suffering. 
The admission to membership of the 
walking delegates, who are so addicted to 
partisanship and to stirring up industria] 
strife, will get the federation into hot water 
soon. The organization will be dragged 
into politics by the walking delegate poli- 
ticians and its usefulness will be impaired 
greatly. For a labor organization to be of 
real value must not be a tail to the kite of 


| scheming politicians.

They have been false to 
the trust which the stockholders who elected 
them reposed in them, and they have also 
deceived depositors who have been induced 
to put money in the bank because it has 
directors who presumably will discharge 
their duty. | 

The United States courts have held, most 
properly, that gross negligence on the part 
of bank directors is an offense which they 
should be made to pay for. Only the other 
day judgment for $62,000 was rendered 
against two of the directors of a national 
bank in Michigan because they had been 
so remiss in the discharge of the duties 
imposed on them by the law as to allow 
the institution to be wrecked. They Were 
losers by the failure of the bank, but 
the court did not think that was suflicient 
punishment for negligence which had been 
so harmful to the interests of depositors. 


It is impossible, of course, for directors 


to be on their guard against a sudden at- 
tack of dishonesty on the part of a 
President. He may gather up all the funds 
which are available and run off with them. 
Courts will not hold directors responsible 
in such a case as that. But Where it 
turns out that a President has been em- 
bezzling for years then it is evident that 
the directors have not exercised that 
special vigilance which they ought to ex- 


ercise when looking after the interests ot 


others. 


It the owner of bank stock does not 


think he has the time or the ability to 


keep that close watch on the affairs of 
a bank which is expected of a director, 
then he should not fill that office. He 
should not, by allowing his name to be 
used, induce men who have mistaken con- 
fidence in him to deposit their money in 
his bank. These dummy directors should 
suffer when the institutions they are con- 
nected with are wrecked by dishonest of- 
ficials. —

An exchange calls attention 
HisTory to the curious. coincidence 
REPEATING. in the arrival of the Spanish 
Irantr. fleet at Martinique May 12, 

a date corresponding to that 

at which the combined French and Spanish 
fleet appeared off the same island in 1805. 
This was the same fleet which Nelson pur- 
sued until he destroyed it at Trafalgar a few 
months later. Making allowance for the 
difference between steam and sailing vessels 


and modern war engines as against those of 


ninety odd years ago, the prospect is that 
the modern Nelson will treat the world toa 
new Trafalgar before many days. 


SAGASTA’S LATEST RANT. 

The Spanish Premier, Sefior Sagasta, has 
Yollowed up his recent querulous interview 
in reference to Cuban affairs by a speech 
delivered in the Spanish Cortes, called out 


by an attack on the policy of the govern- 


ment by Sefior Salmeron, a Republican 
Deputy. A dispatch referring to the inci- 
dent says: 
The Premier defended the policy of the govern- 
ment in doing its utmust to avoid war while the 
Yankees were playing a foul game. He repeated 


his appeal for union, adding that whoever sowed 


discord was not a patriot. He concluded his speech 
by declaring that the government would prosecute 
the war Il’ outrance. 


It would give additional clearness to the 
Spanish Premier's complaint and might 
prove instructive to some pro-Spanish- 
Americans who catch up with avidity and 
retail every argument made in justification 
of the Spanish policy in Cuba if he had un- 
dertaken to explain more fully what he 
means by the “foul game” of which he 
speaks, The foulest of all the foul games 


played in connection with the Cuban busi- 
ness—not excepting the starvation of the 
reconcentrados—was the destruction of the 


warship Maine in Havana harbor. But 
that was Spain’s game, performed by Span- 
ish agents if not by Spanish officials, whom 
the Premier, as the real head of the govern- 
ment, has never run down or brought to 
punishment. Indeed, there is no evidence 
that he has ever tried to do so, while Span- 
ish subjects and officials have been chuck- 
ling over the act. 

Up to the performance of that deed of 
treachery the mass of the American people 


had taken only a languid interest in the 


wrongs perpetrated by the Spanish govern- 
ment against the oppressed people of Cuba. 
Our government had been interested in the 
matter to the extent of patrolling our south 
Atlantic coast and playing watchdog for 


the purpose of preventing the Cubans from 


obtaining arms and supplies of ammuni- 
tion from the United States. When that 
explosion came the American people be- 
came aware of the foul game Spain had 
been playing. Then they did become excit- 
ed, and the result has been a war which 
Spain did not “ do its utmost to avoid,” al- 
though confessing the injustice of which it 
had been guilty by making a pretense of in- 


troducing reforms in Ouba which it never 


intended to carry into effeet. 

The Spanish Premier talks about pros- 
ecution of the war to the bitter end.“ 
This threat is already familiar to American 


ears. In the light of the Spanish defeat at 
Manila it indicates more spunk than sense 
~—mere Spanish bluster and bravado. 0

The poverty and low state of social life 
and civilization of the Spaniards are indexed 
quite accurately by their wage rates. For 
instance, the average weekly pay of a brick- 


laver in Spain (Malaga) is 3.80: in the 


United States, $21.18; of a mason, $3.30 in 
Spain, $21 in the United States; of a carpen- 
ter, $3.90 in Spain, $15.25 in the United 
States: of a blacksmith, $3.90 in Spain, $16.02 
in the United States; of a th, $3 in 
Spain, £14.35 in the United States; of prim- 


ers, $1.50 in Spain, $16.42 in the to 
Si 


States; of laborers, porters, etc., 2. L 

Spain, $8.88 in the United States. Wile 
rents and possibly prices of a few native 
products are lower in Spain than in the 
United States, the difference comes nowhere 
near equaling the wide disparity In wages. 
Moreover, in a comparison of this sort the 
quality of the living must, be considered as 


well as the nominal cost. Thus, lower rents 
nearly always imply inferior accommoda- . 


tions, and to the average Spaniard most of 


the comforts and conveniences in ordinary ¢ 


use here are unattainable luxuries, That 
the low rate of Spanish wages does really 
mean a proportionately low consumption and 
low standard of living is substantiated by 
one or two significant facts of another char- 


acter: for instance, the per capita annual 
consumption of woolen goods in Spain is 
only 9 shillings’ worth, as against 18 shir _ 


lings’ worth in the United States; of sugar, 
5 pounds per annum in Spain, 43 pounds in 
the United States; of beef, 16 pounds per 
annum in Spain, 62 pounds in the United 
States: of all meats, 49 pounds in Spain, 120 
in the United States; of butter, none in Spain, 
16 pounds in the United States; of coffee, 4 
pounds in Spain, 115 pounds in the United 
States.—Gunton’s Magazine for May. 


One Hundred and Thirty Million Eggs 
at a Haul. 
Duluth, Minn., May 12.—The greatést haul 
of fish eggs ever made in America, and 
probably in the world, has just been com- 
leted by the State Fish commission at 
ike River, north of here. The com 
sioner returned a few days ago with 
teen cans of eggs, which he immediately 
gent to the State hatchery near At. Pa 
These thirteen cans contained 10,000, 
eggs each, all apparently good condi- 
tion, all artificially taken from the females, 
and all artificlaily impregnated. It is the 
experience of the hatchery that bent 90 
per cent of them will hatch, and the com- 
mission expects to be able to distribute 
100,000,000 young wall-gyed pike later among 
the rivers and lakes of the State. 
Pike River is famed among fishermen for 
its spring runs of fish to the spawning 


grounds. This spring during the stay there 


of the egg gatherers the fish were runn 
so plentifully that it was difficult to nave 


gate a canoe, and a person could reach out 


of hia boat and pick up the fish as fast as 
he could throw them into the boat. They 


seemed to form a dense mass of steadily — 


moving fish, extending. the width of the. 
stream, and from the bottom to within 44 
inch or two of the surface. For a week 
the fish ran steadily up stream in dense 
crowds, and many miliions must have 
passed the State’s nets. 

Besides the catch of wall-eyed pike for the 
State, the government hatchery at Duluth 


annually requires 100,000,000 whitefish eggs — 


and from 70,000,000 to 100,000,000 eggs of 
various other varieties. The fish resulting 
from the hatching of all these vast num- 
bers of eggs are deposited almost entire- 
ly in waters of Minnesota. With its 10,000 
lakes, its 200 miles of shore line along 
Superior, and its network of rivers, the 
State is an ideal one for fish propagation, 
and the commission has lately mapped out 
a comprehensive scheme of improvement, 
under which, in a few years, it is expected 
the water area of the State will prod 
more actual wealth to the ches 
land area.—New York Sun.

PERISH IN A HOSPITAL FIRE. 


Six Lives Known to Have Been Lost in 


a Disaster at St. Hyacinthe, 
Quebec.

Shortly after midnight the chief of the 
local fire brigade received word that the 
Metarie, as the hospital farm building 
across the river was called, was on fire.

When the firemen arrived on the scene it 
was seen that the main building was doomed, 
and they set to work to save the outbuild- 
ings. There were about 200 persons in the 
building when the fire broke out. Of these 
nearly all succeeded in making their es- 
cape, but two boys, named Bauchemin, 
one aged 10, the other 13, and Sisters Alexan- 
dria, Philomena, and Des Agnes, who were 
nearly through with their novitiate, and 
would soon have been nuns, are known to 
have perished in the flames. 5 

The building was four stories in height, 
and many persons were compelled to jump 
from the windows of the third and fourth 
stories. All, however, escaped with slight 
injuries, except the wife of Dr. Chagnon, 


who jumped from the third story. Both of | 


her legs were broken, and she died within 
an hour. Mrs. Chagnon was a boarder at the 
institution, her husband being a resident of 
Fall River, Mass. 

Three persons at least are known to be 
missing. They are Mrs. Berthainum, a 
boarder, and Sisters Bouvier and Augule. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. It may 
have started in the chapel, where lamps 
were burning all the time, or it may have 
been caused by some coal oil lamp.

Montreal, Que., May 16,—[{Special.]—Al- 
though Sefior Polo y Bernabe, the former 
Ambassador of Spain at Washington, stated 
today that his only object in staying here 


was to reorganize the consular service, it 


is now quite evident from the matters that 
have transpired that the United States has 
sufficient reason to view his presence here 
and that of his suite with apprehension. It 
is clear he is directing from here an elabor- 
ate spy system. It is known that he has 
kept up constant communication with

who afterwards have been seen going into 


the United States, and the Secret Service 


agents seem to have positive proof that at 
least one woman in this town has been ap-

Toronto, Ont., May 16.—The Globe (gov- 
ernment organ), commenting editorially on, 
the stay of Sefior Polo y Bernabe in Canada, 


“With Canada’s limited diplomatic ex- 
poriencé there is a feeling of hesitation 
about pronouncing a positive opinion as to 
the propriety of the continued stay of the 
ex-Minister in Canada. But some liglit may 


be thrown on the question by asking what 


would have been thought in Spain and 
throughout Europe if the American Minister 
to Spain, after receiving his passports, had 
remained in Portugal instead of coming 
home. The proceeding would have been re- 
garded as unusual and would have oc- 
casioned a good deal of comment and in- 


quiry, and probably a demand for explana- 
tions. What is the ex-Minister and his staff 
doing here is a natural question to ask 


and they can hardly complain if the com- 
monly accepted view is that they must be 
here for the purpose of obtaining informa- 
tion that may be of use to Spain. 

It is certainly not a time at which an 
important official of the Spanish govern- 
ment would be making a holiday. The sul- 
cide of Downing and the evidence that he 
had been in communication with a member 
of Sefior Polo’s party in Toronto are cir- 
cumstances that enhance the gravity of the 
situation. It is possible that some of the 


stories are exaggerated, but it must be ap- 


parent to our Spanish visitors that there 
is no effective means of setting such stories 
at rest so long as they remain in this coun- 
try. We do not want to be lacking in cour- 
tesy, but we do not desire that this coun- 
try shall fail in its obligatiom to be neutral.”

. Contrary to expectation, the executive of- 
ficers of the Southwestern roads succeeded 
in reviving the Southwestern Traffic asso- 
clation, After a three days’ session a new 
organization was effected on a plan similar 
to that of the Joint Traffic association. If 
the latter is declared to be illegal by the 
United States Supreme Court in its ex-

Heavy Rail Shipments Bast. 

Through and export shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago to At- 
lantic seaboard points last week by the ten 
east-bound roads amounted to 93,430 tons. 
While these roads carried a larger business 
a few times last winter, they never before | 
equaled the amount carried last week dur- 
ing the navigation season. For the first 
time in many years the railroads are divid- 
ing the east-bound business with the lake 
lines. The reason for it is that the roads 
secretly are making just as low rates as the 
lake lines. Should the all-rail rates be re- 
stored June 1, as announced, the business 
will again go to the lake lines, and the rail- 
roads will be left out in the cold. Flour 
shipments last week were 9,561 tons, against 
8,541 tons for the corresponding week of 
last year; grain 61,254 tons, against 14,447 
tons; provisions, 22,615 tons, against 8,369 
tons; total shipments last week, 93,430 tons, 
against 90,530 tons for the previous week 
and 26,357 tons for the corresponding week 
last year.
